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Porthtowan. The sandy inlet of Porthtowan is within 
a pleasant walk from Redruth, and possesses a tine stretch 
of golden sand running down to the blue waters of the cove. 
Beyond the bend of the cliff, out in the water, stands the 
rock, Tobban’s Horse, and the next indentation in the cliffs 
is Tobban’s Cove. The word “towan” in Old Cornish 
means a sandhill.
